Lifetime friends and business associates warned me 
off it, seeing my future in the current areas I operate. 

Emery himself is most aware of this, as it was he who 
spoke to me first about the AIS job on the eve of 
Shoulder’s departure. 

I stated to Emery at this early stage that I was not 
interested. 

More than half a dozen approaches from senior goy- 
ernment officials (not Charles Perkins by the way) and

AUSTRALIAN Soccer suffered a serious setback, at Schintler Reserve last Sunday. 

A handful of politically motivated hooligans, alien to Footscray JUST and Sydney 
Croatia, went on a rampage after the game, converting Schintler Reserve, homeg- 
round of Footscray and the adjoining car-parking areas to a battle field. 

Six policemen were injured during the brawl and more than twenty arrests were 
made, during forty five minutes of fierce fighting between the rampaging hooligans 
and the police. 

The ugly beast of hooliganism reared its head early in the game when the 
larrikins tried to enter the ground illegally by cutting holes in the wire fence. 

Police were called to restrain the trespassers while club officials manned various 
Posts around the ground. 

By halftime the thrill-seekers were pretty well wrapped up by their leaders. They 
lined: up along the western side of the tunnel leading to the playing field and 
provoked Footscray supporters standing in front of the canteen, waiting to buy 
their halftime drinks and snacks. 


After the resumption of the game they moved behind Footscray’s goal belting 
goalkeeper Zoran Nikitovic with empty cans, stones and other objects. Police 
quickly formed a guard behind the goal, thus protecting Nikitovic from the young 
idiots. 

Hell broke loose after fulltime, as the thugs mixed with the spectators leaving the 
ground and sparked the first fight along the fence of the carparking area as well as 
outside the ground, often spilling on Footscray Road and the adjacent bridge. 

The strong police contingent moved in quickly while reinforcements kept coming 
from local police stations and the Dog Squad. 

According to police the trouble might have been averted had Footscray taken the 
necessary measures. 


Footscray president Tony Amon defended his club, arguing ‘‘we did what ever 
was required from us.

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lhe name of the game in sport should 
begin with stability. 

That being the case it is high time that 
some of the people who have the biggest re- 
sponsibility — those who run the major clubs — 
belatedly learn the lesson. 

Without a secure base It is impossible to put 
on the demanding exciting show that football 
followers rightly demand. 

Leaving aside the day to day struggle for 
funds that leaves certain clubs above their 
heads financially, there are NSL clubs this_year 
who could be considered to be close to reckless 
in their appointment of their top coaches. 

A couple appointed coaches who barely 
reached the start of the season, and another has 
an on again off again relationship with their 
man. 


One club in other years had the “honour” of 
sacking its coach at halftime in the first league 
game of the season! 


No-one, no club, is perfect of course. An 
occasional mistake can be condoned. 

But for a club to employ a new coach and then 
sack him in next to no time says a deal more 
about management than about the poor fellow 
who took the job on. 


Only in Soccer Is seen the marked tendency 
to sack the coach at the flip of a coin. It isn’t 
visible in the major clubs of other codes. 

And, indeed, it doesn’t apply to all Soccer 
clubs. Some have an admirable record of 
stability. 


Certainly there is often the propensity to play 
musical chairs but that movement of coaches is 
acceptable where it allows the men concerned 
sufficient time to get their acts together. 

It may well be that a new type of entreprenau- 
rial management is needed for Soccer to start 
realising its true potential. The record of many 
clubs in their coaching appointments directs 
attention that way.

At the last meeting of the Australlan Soccer 
Federation a motion was carried to commence a 
review of the code using one of Australia’s top 
firms of management consultants. 

Already we have seen Rugby League gain 
worthwhile benefits from a similar exercise. 

Modern business world wide has used similar 
mechanisms to bring their organisational prac- 
tices to a peak. 

Credit must be give in Soccer to those who 
have put their shoulder to the wheel to build 
club, state and national bodies. 

Especially so where they possess the ability 
to handle the job properly. 

It often happens that, having brought the 
organisation into line, people are developed 
with the ability to keep pointing the bow In the 
right direction. 


But without the original fine tuning, the furth- 
er processes cannot be properly put into place. 

Although there is a fair degree of efficiency in 
many leading organisations in Soccer, in other 
cases it is conspicuous by its absence. 

Any Soccer organisation that feels that it has 
progressed so far along the track that an exter- 
nal management survey is unnecessary, has 
missed the point altogether. 

The areas of management, media require- 
ments, financing, improved public relations and 
so on are much more demanding than that. 

In Australia the game of cricket was close to 
departing from this life altogether when Kerry 
Packer got the right men together to turn it into 
a huge public attraction. 


No Soccer organisation has even reached 
first base In this regard, with the National Soc- 
cer League the one that at least Is trying to do 
something In the modern era. 

Look at it. Even the cruel and dangerous sport 
of professional boxing has been dragged into 
the limelight with the aid of massive television, 
print media and radio cover. 

Certainly it is time for the ASF and the States 
to look at the unhappy position of Soccer objec- 
tively, and then move ahead with a management 
survey, just as the top business and industrial 
corporations do. 
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THE Victorian Soccer 
Federation has de- 
vised a system so that 
maximum numbers of 
juniors and _ school- 
boys will be able to see 
English champions 
Everton in action.

A LOOK INTO 
THE FUTURE 


BY FRANK SCICLUNA 


WHEN the long awaited and highly ambitious National Soc- 
cer League came into being way back in 1977, New South 
Wales was represented by five of its leading clubs. We are 
now in 1987. 


An occasionally dramatic, often traumatic decade has passed. 


Those five giants of Sydney Soccer were of course St George, Sydney 
City, Sydney Olympic, Marconi and Western Suburbs. 

Between them, these clubs won six of the ten championships contested 
but unfortunately, two of them have now gone out of existence. 

The team that was often referred to as the Liverpool of Australian 
Soccer, Sydney City, finally folded a few weeks ago after years of cer- 
tainty. 

Western Suburbs only lasted two seasons before completely withdraw- 
ing from professional football. 

Of the three remaining original members, Marconi is the only side that 
has never been out of the league. 

Sydney Olympic was relegated in 1979 but bounced back after a one 
year absence, while St George lost its NSL status in 1980 but also returned 
after one season in State League. 

On a national basis we have seen the likes of Mooroolbark and New- 
castle KB United fade into oblivision and the only other clubs apart from 
Marconi to participate in the NSL without interruption are Adelaide 
City, South Melbourne, Heidelberg and Footscray. 

All this occurred in the short ten year history of the league. 


If one looks ahead ten years from now and is brave enough to hazard a 
guess as to which clubs will be part of a National league in 1997 the odds 
are that there will be a large number of dramatic changes. 


It certainly would not be a major surprise to see Footscray go the 
same way that Yugal did a few years ago. 

While it would be highly unlikely, it’s not beyond the realms of possibil- 
ity that St George could one day follow the same path that Sydney City 
took this year and withdraw, from professional football. 

After all, nobody would have predicted the Slickers’ demise ten years 
ago. 

Rumours about Olympic’s financial problems may be over exagger- 
ated but have often been raised. 

APIA has in the past sufferred similar difficulties, while crowd ‘figures 
at Marconi must be described as disappointing. 

Who knows, the frequently talked about possibility of a Marconi- 
APIA merger may one day become reality. 

One club that does appear to be assured of its future is currently playing 
in the NSW State League but there’s little doubt that it is well on the way to 
becoming one of the leading clubs in the country. 

That club is Sydney’s Melita Eagles. 

When the National League kicked off in 1977, the Eagles were playing 
in the NSW First Dviision and won promotion to State League that same 
year. 

Since then they have constructed a stadium that is the envy of most NSL 
clubs and is one of the best administered outfits in Australian Soccer. 

What’s more, Melita is well supported by a large number of fans who 
simply love their football. 

Without doubt, the sky’s the limit for the high-flying Eagles. 

If National League Soccer is to progress further in it’s second decade 
than it did in the first, established clubs must learn from past experience. 

They must aim for long term viability rather than fleeting short term 
success, and, above all, accept the fact that the league is only as strong as 
it’s weakest member.

ONLY minutes before the kickoff of this 
Beach Fashions Cup quarter-final, Mel- 
bourne Croatia officials confirmed that 
coach Terry Hennessey had withdrawn his 
resignation — but that news was not 
enough to save the club from a 5-0 drub- 


bing by Heidelberg. 


Barely two and a half 
weeks earlier, Croatia 
had humiliated Heidel- 
berg at the Olympic Vil- 
lage winning 3-1 on a 
day when all Hennes- 
sey’s new signings 
shone. 

But Croatia looked 
like a different team this 
time with a lack of drive 
from the midfield that 
left Ian Wallace and 
Paul Lewis stranded up 
front waiting for their 
team’s all too infrequent 
forward thrusts. 

John Margaritis’s 
Heidelberg side revelled 
in the space and time 
they were allowed as the 
anticipated Croatia 
fightback failed to 
materialise, 

Claude Lucchesi was 
having a field-day in the 
middle for Heidelberg 
and a deft back-heel 
from a John Kanesoulis 
cross found Lawrie 
McKinna with enough 
room in the box to blast 
a shot past Mirko Runje 
on the half-hour. 

Only two minutes la- 
ter Heidelberg went 
further in front when 
Peter Tsolakis met a ball 
driven into the area by 
Theo Selemidis. 

Tsolakis had a goal di- 
sallowed just before 
half-time when referee 
Dennis Voutsinas failed 
to play the advantage.

the game in Australia, 
works very well at its 
best. For proof we need 
look no further than 
Liverpool, Notts Forest 
and Aston Villa, who 
won the European Cup 
between them for six 
years in successions.

British Soccer prefers 
old ideas that come in 
new wrappings but I have 
yet to see a major British 
club using a sweeper 
system. 


Practically every team 
in Australia uses a sweep- 
er or libero system which 
contrasts with the tire- 
some claims concerning 


the influence of the 
“Pommie Mafia.” 
Reflecting on the 


thought of style being a 
matter of taste and in- 
stinct one remembers the 
enormous and often vit- 
riolic criticism of the way 
Watford played in their 
climb from the English 
fourth division to run- 
ners-up in the first divi- 
sion. 


The long ball was the 
basis of their game and 
quick constant press- 
ure was their object. It 
is not a style | would 
use by choice nor 
would | like to see every 
team using it. It is nota 
method, either, that 


should be imposed on 
youngsters who are 
still learning the game. 


But in our National 
League for example, 
there is room and a need 
for individual styles. 


We really should be 
grateful to Watford’s 
manager Graham Taylor 
for trying something 
different. Its variety that 
gives Soccer its appeal. 


Those people who do not 
like Watford’s style 
should do their best to 
find ways of proving it 
wrong. That is the best 
criticism of all. 


Wolves under Stan 
Cullis used the long 
pressure game 30 years 
before Watford did. 


Elaboration was a capital 
offence to them. They 
destroyed bad defenders 
but then, in the Euro- 
pean Cup, they met Bar- 
celona who had good de- 
fenders. 


The Spanish side swal- 
lowed the long balls and 
spanked Wolves to the 
tune of four goals in 
Spain and five in Eng- 
land. Wolves’ percen- 
tage game looked poorly. 


Charlie Hughes, the 
FA’s assistant director of 
coaching, is a champion 
of the long ball. He can 
produce figures to prove 
that 80% of goals are the 


product of movements 
involving four passes or 
less. 


Many British sides 
spend 90% of their time 
thumping the ball high 
into the opposition’s 
penalty area and so, in- 


evitably, most of their 
goals come this way. 
Statistics like this can 
Prove anything and 
nothing. 


However, one must re- 
member that the long 
pass can be deyastatingly 
effective and all the best 
sides in the world use the 
technique, but only when 
the moment is right and 
only as a single part or 
their armoury. 


By Choice 


it is no coincidence 
that while the Brazi- 
lians, Dutch, Italians, 
Germans and Hunga- 
rlans all have different 
methods and tempos 
they still, by choice 
keep the ball on the 
ground. 


It has been the same 
with the finest post war 
teams in England Spurs’ 
double side.

It was a formality to go for the interview — ‘‘just

So, too, did the ASF, as a meeting between the AIS 
and ASF officials Sir Arthur George and Brian Emery 
and Paul Brettel (AIS) and Dr Bloomfield (AIS) which 
took place on November S clearly illustrate. 

“The President reported to the committee (ASF) of 
a meeting held in his office with Dr Bloomfield, Paul 
Brettell and the executive director regarding co- 
operation between the ASF and the AIS on 5th 
November, 1986.

It was thus obvious from the ASF/AIS meetings, 
those of the Australian Sports Commission and my 
talks with the Federal Government that the only way 
Emery/Worthington were going to get their way was 
to prove that I would not give up my other commit- 
ments.

T also love this tag as I think that it covers a number 
of the people who run this game in Australia who have 
too many other commitments and use the game AS A

Unfortunately, too, they are not committed enough 
to the game itself, I consider. 

Surprisingly the ASF/AIS interview only briefly 
touched on the issue, as the official minutes from the 
AIS interview relate . . . “Mr Warren indicated that 
he would be prepared to give up most of his interests if 
he became the full time Institute coach although he 
would want to keep up with his media involvement as 
he belived much of the role of the Head Coach related 
to the public relations areas” . . . source AIS official 
minutes February 17, 1987. 

Nor did the summation of the AIS/ASF interview 
which did not mention “other commitments”. 

Summary 

In summary the Committee was of the view that the 
three candidates were all extremely capable in the 
technical area with similar coaching qualifications, 
although Mr Warren has not been involved extensively 
in coaching in recent years.

In 
summary the Committee was of the unanimous view 
that Mr Smith had the strongest claim for the position in 
accordance with the criteria laid down and that he 
should be offered the position. Mr Emery indicate that 
the ASF would write formally recommending Mr Smith’s 
appointment. This recommendation will be taken to the 
next Board meeting from endorsement.

WHAT has happened to the crowds in the Melbourne? What ever 
happened to Western Australia, Newcastle, Illawarra, the ACT or 


Tasmania? 


Are these two subjects 
related? 

Possibly, possibly not, 
but I need to talk about 
them today. 

As I read through the 
National League results 
over the weekend of May 
2/3 I was shocked to see 
only 900 people at the 
Melbourne Croatia game 
versus APIA. 

Then just 3000 for the 
top game between Juven- 


tus and South Mel- 
bourne. 
Crowds for the big 


South Melbourne club 
have been low for the 
past three years. 

Nevertheless, this arti- 
cle will not be one of 
gloom, despite the 
preamble. 

I do not believe in 
gloom, nor in playing a 
part in spreading it. 

I believe in Soccer. I 
believe in Soccer in this 
country. 

Back to the crowds. 

Last year, when Mel- 
bourne teams were often 
playing other Melbourne 
teams in a diluted north, 
and south division natio-' 
nal league the crowds 
were low. 

One of the reasons the 
crowds were low was be- 
cause the standard of 
play dropped with the 
change of National 
League format. 

The other reason the 
crowds dropped was be- 
cause that is the tendency 
in spectator sports all 
over the world. 

Sponsorship has filled 
the money gap caused by 
the falling gates. 


Action Needed 


So what can be done 
to try to hang on to the 
crowds we have in the 
face of a falling attend- 
ances? 

We have to present the 
very best product we 
possibly can, which 
means the best possible 
National League we can 
organise. 

Two, we must lure Soc- 
cer spectators from 
beyond the limited 
Yugoslav, Greek and Ita- 
lian communities who 
now comprise almost all 
of our top teams. 

Hence the original 
question: what ever hap- 
pened to West Australia, 
Newcastle, Illawarra, 
ACT or Tasmania. 

In those communites 
are multi-racial Soccer 
spectators who will go to 
watch a high standard 


team playing in a high 
standard competition. 

What an unusual situa- 
tion to have a Soccer 
league called the “West 
End National Soccer 
League” (???) which 
has teams only from 
Sydney and Melbourne, 
except one. 

In the same newspaper 
that I read of the Mel- 
bourne Croatia 0-1 loss to 
APIA in front of 900 peo- 
ple were the results of the 


national basketball 
league. 

Hobart v_ Geelong, 
Perth v North Mel- 


bourne, Brisbane y East 
Melbourne, Newcastle v 
West Sydney, Illawarra v 
Canberra, North Mel- 
bourne v Adelaide West 
End. 

Adelaide West End! 
That takes me back to 
1977 when the first Soc- 
cer National League was 
founded. 

I went down from Syd- 
ney to coach West Ade- 
laide in a league that 
represented teams from 
Sydney, Melbourne, 
Brisbane, Adelaide and 
Canberra. 

The weakness even 
then, however, was no 
team from _ Illawarra, 
Newcastle, Perth or 
Hobart. Still these could 
be included later on. 

At West Adelaide we 
had crowds of 10,000. 
South Melbourne was 
drawing 16,000. 

But, as was almost in- 
évitable after the intial 
boom months, the 
crowds began to drop, 
the thoughts were not to 


extend the league to 
make it more national 
but to cut it back ... 
“split it in two” “east 
and west” “north 
and south. . .”” 


Came the changes year 
on year. 


Brightening Up 

Still, the West End 
League is an improve- 
ment on what was last 
year. 

The game was better. 
Indeed they are usually 
good, sometimes very 
good. 

I watch them on televi- 
sion and am not embar- 
rassed by them as once I 
was in my early years in 
Australia. Though how 
can we have a 4.30 pm 
time slot when we need 
spectators? 

The standard of Soccer 
has improved amazingly

This boom time is sup- 
posed to have occurred 
between the 50's and 
1964. “Boom” means 
spectator boom, not in 
my opinion, playing stan- 
dard boom. 

I arrived in Australia in 
1963 and played in a 
grand final for the Wol- 
Jongong team, South 
Coast United that year 
against APIA in front of 
over 30,000 people with 
several thousand locked 
outside the Sydney 
Sports Ground. 

During that season we

Australia and walloped 
our national team 8-2 in 
Melbourne. 

Apart from a_ spell 
back in England at the 
end of 60’s, I have been 
playing and coaching 
professional Soccer in 
the country to the present 
time. 

During that period the 
progress of Soccer in this

Nevertheless it is far 
better than many people 
give it credit, especially 
the media who have 
chosen league and rules 
to use as a Sales vehicle, 
whilst diminishing other 
sports, especially Soccer.

How could it with all 
the messing about of our 


ed in front of scanty 
crowd. 

The improvement is 
our Soccer has coincided 
with a gradual fall-off in 
crowds at spectator 
sports the world over. 

We all know the 
reasons for the fall off: 
the main one is the pro- 


liferation of new and old 


Jeisure time pursuits for 


* individuals and families. 


These pursuits are all 
made more available 
with the increase in 
personal wealth and the 
advent of the motor car. 


The big thing now- 
adays is to hold on the 
people we have, whilst 
trying to boost attend- 
ence with top playing 
performance and innova- 
tive advertising — not 
marching bands, mar- 
ching Soccer kids or mar- 
ching girls. 

The product has got to 
be of an acceptable stan- 
dard. 

I believe our Soccer 
now is of an acceptable 
standard and will become 
even more so as we con- 
solidate our national 
league and let it repre- 
sent the whole of Aus- 
tralia. 


Soccer authorities say 
we cannot afford the air 
fares to Perth or Hobart. 


Neither can we _ give 
Newcastle, Brisbane, 
Canberra and Wollon- 
gong special immunity 
from relegation. 

Well, the basketball 


people are travelling to 
Perth. 

And Illawarra, Bris- 
bane and the rest of them 
do not need special im- 
munity from relegation. 

They just do not need 
to be kicked out all in one 
season. 


There are only so many 


Greek, Italian and 
Yugoslav Soccer specta- 
tors in this country, many 
of whom go to watch their 
minor local teams 
anyway. 

The support for Soccer 
does not have to rest on 
their shoulders alone in 
our National League set 


up. 
Requirement 


We NEED to have the 
other regional capitals 
in our National League. 

As Sydney City died 
and St George Budapest 
is withering because of its 
aging ethnic support, we 
are now having the same 
problem affecting our 
other ethnic groups. 

In the National League 
set up, ethnic teams may 
need to combine in some 
situations, allowing 
room for regional teams 
who can most easily give 
us substantial _multi- 
national crowd support. 

But in the meantime 
we have what we have. 

We need to boost it up, 
not put it down. 

I currently have a team 
of under 14’s at St George 
who are so far superior in 
skill to a similar age team 
I coached there some 10 
years ago. 

To repeat: our Soccer 
has improved out of 
sight. 

What we need is opr 
top clubs to reflect this in 


the way of stadiums, 
playing surfaces, pro- 
fessional advertising, 


and expert professional 
management. 

We need to have some 
great professional Soccer 
clubs in this country. 

Three years ago I rang 
up Kerry Packer to get 
him involved in Soccer. 
He said, he was com- 
mited elsewhere. 

Why dos not someone 
in real authority in Soccer 
in this country ring up a 
major entrepreneur or 
entrepreneurs and con- 
vince them to pay money 
into our Soccer and help 
inake it great. 


INTERSTATE RIVALRY TO BRIDGE THE GAP 


INTER state games in aussie rules, rugby 
league and rugby union are an important part 


of their calenders. 


There has been talk of 
resurrecting more inter- 
state games for Soccer, 
and at face value it makes 
sense, particUlarly for 
states with no NSL repre- 
sentation.

HUGE ENTRIES FOR 
STATE CUPS 


THE various State Cup competitions are close to overflowing with 


entries this year. 


All branches are involved, with the exception of Northern NSW.

The 1987 entries represent an absolute record for the competition.

Cup 38 teams and Under 14 State Cup 28 teams. 
The opening round begins on May 24, with half the games in the Metropolitan 
area and the other half in the country. 


INJURY RATE 


SOMETHING had to 
come following the 
professionally 


documented medi- 
cal evidence on the 
horrendous ___ spinal 
and neck injuries 


which have occured 
with notorious reg- 
ularity over the years 
in both Rugby 
League and Rugby 
Union. 


The position also ex- 
tends to Australian Rules 
— but it is not so much 
played in NSW and 
Queensland and there- 
fore has not hit the head- 
lines. 

Soccer’s injury rate 
does not include serious 
spinal and neck injuries. 

This is abundantly 
clear from reports from 
Dr John Yeo and his staff 
at Sydney’s North Shore 
Hospital, where the spi- 
nal unit is located. 

But the Rugby League 
people had to put out a 
public relations piece, 
which was designed both 
to give hints on how to try 
to avoid serious rugby in- 
juries and no doubt to 
overcome serious anti- 
tugby publicity. 


Many schools have 
said that they cannot 
afford to risk these in- 
juries to their pupils in 
tugby games. 

The campaign came 
with a “Sportsafe” 
supplement in the Syd- 
ney Sun. 

But it is no use saying 
to a quadraplegic that 
commonsense and care 
would have overcome 
the damage. 


As soon as they had the 
option, vast numbers of 
parents in NSW and 
Queensland in particular 
turned their offspring to 
the code of Soccer. 


Certainly soccer in- 
juries can occur, but they 
are rarely of a serious 
nature, and in fact are 
usually conspicuous by 
their absence. 


They can be minimised 
too by team managers 
and coaches learning at 
the sports trainers and 
sports medicine courses 
where they can allocate 
the time. 


But in any case, SOC- 
CER is THE football 
game when it comes to 
skill, enjoyment and a 
minimum of serious in-

laid claim to the title 
of South Pacific 
champions after 
emphatically _ beat- 


ing four times title- 
holders Tahiti, 4-0 in 
their opening match 
of the Auckland FA 
Century Tourna- 
ment. 


The Maroons were de- 
vastating as they swept aside 
the skilful Tahitians and 
were instantly rated 
favourites to win the tourna- 
ment, which also features 
Auckland and New Cale- 
donia. 

Queensland already are 
calling themselves Austra- 
lia’s interstate champions 
after beating New South 
Wales 1-0 at Perry Park last 
year and the latest win now 
confirms the Maroons as one 
of the best-performed pro- 
vincial sides in Oceania. 

Stowell’s squad was criti- 
cised before the tour as con- 
taining too many older play- 
ers, but it was the experi- 
enced members of the side 
who led the way against 
Tahiti. And the most out- 
standing of all was former 
Socceroo Steve Perry, who 
came into the squad after 
three years in the repre- 
sentative wilderness. Perry 
won the. man of the match 
award after a sterling display 
at the back. 


Despite turning 33 just be- 
fore the tour, the Redlands 
player-coach showed he had 


lost none of his speed, skill 
and positional play. 

He underlined his value to 
the side in the 2Sth minute 
when a Tahitian forward 
broke away from the half- 
way line. Perry chased his 
opponent more than 40 
yards before making a bril- 
liant sliding tackle.

A play-off between the 
19th team in div. one and 
the 3rd, 4th, and Sth 
teams in div two will de- 
cide who fills that 
vacancy.

Rules governing the 
play offs are similar to 
European Cup competi- 
tions where ties are de- 
cided on aggregate. If the 
scores are level after the 
second leg, extra time 
will be played at the end 
of that game and if they 
are still even after 120 mi- 
nutes, away goals will 
count double. In the 
event that there’s still no 
winner, a replay will be 
scheduled the next day. 
The team drawn out of a 
hat will play at home — 
extra time will be played 
if needed and finally 
penalty kicks will resolve 
the stalemate. 

Tn div 2 the two bottom 
teams face automatic de- 
motion to div 3 with two 
teams from the lower di- 
vision taking their place. 

The playoffs for a spot 


in diy 2 will be contested 
between the side 
finishing 20th in diy 2 and 
the 3rd, 4th and Sth 
placegetters in div 3. 


Three sides will be re- 
legated from div 3 and 
three will be upgraded 
from div 4. A spot in div 3 
will be decided between 
the 21st placed div 3 team 
and the 4th, Sth and 6th 
clubs from div 4. 

The rules for the play 
off system are the same 
for all divisions. 

The top club from the 
General Motors Vaux- 
hall Conference will re- 
place the last team in div 
4, subject to that club 
meeting the criteria set 
by the League. 

The play offs are set 
down for 10-13 May 
(Phase I) and 17-20 May 
(Phase II).

of the National League 
because players do not 
develop in New Zealand 
as they should.”

Zealand.
